TWO men are being hunted by poliee after a 12- 
year-old girl was raped in Walthamstow at the 
weekend. 

Deteetives appealed for more information on 
the attaekers, aged between 17 and 19, who 
lured their young vietim to disused garages at 
the end of Hibbert Road near the junetion with 
Theydon Street Walthamstow in the early hours 
of Saturday morning. 

The ehild was pinned down and raped by the 
duo between 12.15am and 12.30am. She man¬ 


aged to eall out to friend who eame to find her, 
and the suspeets ran off 
Deteetive Inspeetor Simon Ellershaw, leading 
the investigation, said: “This was a very nasty 
attaek on a vulnerable girl, just 12 years old, by 
a group of older men, who engaged her in eon- 
versation before leading her to a seeluded area. 

“She was pinned down and two of the men 
then brutally raped her.” 

He appealed for anyone with information or any 
witnesses to eontaet poliee as soon as possible. 

The first man was about 17, and was of mixed 
raee but dark-skinned with big brown eyes and 
wearing a blaek puffa-style jaeket with a hood. 


He 
had a diamond stud in his left ear and a London 
aeeent, and said his name was Mo. 

The seeond was blaek with big lips and very 
tall. His hair was partly shaven and he was wear¬ 
ing blaek trousers and a red and blue shirt. 

A third man, who did not take part in the rape, 
was blaek and had a moustaehe, he was wearing 
a blueish eoloured hoodie and blue and red eap. 
He said his name was Miles.

ALMOST flmillion has 
been earmarked to build 
homes for elderly and dis¬ 
abled people. 

In Barking and 
Dagenham, £105,000 will 
be used to build three sup¬ 
ported homes in Margaret 
Bondfield Avenue and 
£805,500 is set aside for 
23 in Stansgate Road. 

The cash comes from 
£30m Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson secured to 
build hundreds of special 
homes for older and dis¬ 
abled residents. 

A council spokesman 
said: “We are delighted 
our bid for funds to build 
council bungalows for 
older and disabled people 
on these two sites was suc¬ 
cessful. These bungalows 
will be council properties 
and the residents will be 
council tenants. 

“They are on top of the 
38 council bungalows cur¬ 
rently being built for older 
people at Alex Guy 
Gardens, formerly Wood 
Lane Sports Centre, and 
Luke Allsopp Square, for¬ 
merly Lawns Residential 
Home. We are building 
more than 1,000 new 
homes, either for social or 
affordable rent, across 
Barking and Dagenham, at 
the moment.” 

Supported housing com¬ 
plexes, which help elderly 
and disabled people to live 
independently and be part 
of their community with

supervision nearby, were 
invited to apply for a grant 
from the mayor’s Care and 
Supported Housing Care 
Fund from October last 
year. The funding is the 
first phase of the mayor’s 
Care and Supported 
Housing Fund, will build 
669 purpose-built afford¬ 
able homes on 35 sites 
across the capital 

The fund, which will 
help around 1,500 older 
and disabled Londoners 
and is a key part of the 
mayor’s Housing Covenant 
to improve housing 
options and boost jobs and 
growth in the capital’s con¬ 
struction industry. 

The mayor said: “It is 
essential we provide more 
purpose-built, quality 
homes for older and dis¬ 
abled Londoners. 

“They will help people 
in Barking and Dagenham 
stay in their own commu¬ 
nities.” 

“Developments like this 
will give older and dis¬ 
abled Londoners a chance 
to downsize to property 
better suited to their needs. 

“In turn, this will 
improve the wider housing 
market by freeing up larg¬ 
er properties, helping to 
tackle overcrowding and 
provide more homes for 
working Londoners.”

Charity helps hero 


HEROIC soldier Mark Allen is 
delighted with a new laptop, 
TV and games console which a 
charity has given to him - to 
replace those stolen from his 
car. 

The 22-year-old, who lost 
both his legs while serving in 
Afghanistan - was devastated 
when a sneak broke into his car 
and stole the items, while he 
was in London for rehab treat¬ 
ment. 

Hainault based charity Dream 
Factory heard about the theft 
and decided to replace the items 
he had lost. 

Last Friday Avril Mills who 
founded the charity and Alio 
Alio actress Vicki Michelle - its 


patron - met Mark at a 
Chigwell restaurant to hand 
over the replaced items. 

Vicki had heard about the 
theft and turned to the charity 
for help. 

Mark, who lives in Kings 
Lynn, said: I am absolutely 
delighted with the laptop, TV 
and games console. It’s amaz¬ 
ing, I am so grateful to every¬ 
one who has helped.” 

Vicki said: “It was fantastic to 
be able to help and replace 
some of the items that were 
stolen. 

Avril said: “Mark is an inspi¬ 
ration to everyone. He has man¬ 
aged to rebuild his life despite 
what he has been through, with 


the help of his girlfriend 
Hayley, and he still has a smile 
on his face.” 

Mark was serving with 1 
Royal Anglian Regiment in 
Afghanistan in 2010 when he 
was badly injured by an impro¬ 
vised explosive devise (lED). 

He lost both legs above the 
knee and has undergone exten¬ 
sive treatment including skin 
grafts since. 

He was hard hit by the theft, 
especially as his laptop con¬ 
tained irreplaceable photos. 

He said: “If the person who 
stole it sees this - or anyone has 
recently acquired a Sony laptop 
- can we have the hard drive 
back?”

Pre-season friendly

ORIENT completed their warm-up 
campaign with an entertaining eight- 
goal feast against an Arsenal Devel¬ 
opment eleven on Tuesday night. 

Scott Cuthbert, Kevin LisMe and 
David Mooney were on target for the 
O’s with the Gunners’ Wellington 
Silva replying with a double before 
the break, before youngster, Johnny 
Gorman put the O’s further ahead 
early in the second-half A Chuba 
Akpom strike and Danny Boateng’s 
late leveller ensured game went to 
the wire.

Orient - equally impressive going 
forward - had chances to restore their 
two-goal lead with Lisbie and Batt 
testing keeper, Dejan Iliev. 

Arsenal then made their hosts pay a 
minute before the interval when 
Cuthbert tried to play his way out of 
trouble, but was caught in possession 
by the lively Akpom, who was then 


fouled and Silva followed up to beat 
Jones from the narrowest of angles. 

Despite having made several good 
saves, Iliev will have been disap¬ 
pointed to have been beaten at his 
near post on the stroke of half-time, 
when Mooney - who before that had 
had a quiet first half - netted with a 
low drive. 

Boss, Russell Slade - obviously 
with one eye on the Carlisle opener 
on Saturday (kick-off 3pm) - made 
ten substitutions at the break, with 
only goalie Jones surviving the ‘cull’ 
and Elliot Omozusi the only other 
senior pro. 

But, despite fielding mainly youth 
team players and trialists, it was the 
O’s who surprised the visitors and 
increased their lead when smart 
approach play ended with Gorman 
coolly slotting home within five 
minutes of the restart.

Slade admitted: ‘We should have 
won tonight - but we are unbeaten in 
pre-season.

As Slade begins his fifth season in 
charge, he added: ‘Expectations 
don’t affect me, or the players.

We’re 
looking for a better start and we have 
worked so hard pre-season and 
we’ve got more minutes on the pitch 
for the players and I am hoping we 
get a good start - but a steady start 
will do’.

Keeper, Jones, added: ‘It was a 
good game, which I enjoyed and got 
another 90 minutes under my belt.

preparing for Saturday's Grand Prix there in which 
he will be the wild card. 

The exciting young Danish prospect Mikkel 
Bech Jensen, who recently joined Plymouth in the 
Premier League, comes in for Auty whilst the 
Brummies management are yet to announce who 
will replace Covatti. 

The action gets underway on Friday at the usual 
start time of 8pm.

Golden years 
of football club 

TO commemorate the 75 th anniversary 
of Chelmsford City EC Steve Little has 
written of the most exciting years in the 
club’s history, 1958 to 1968, when it 
sought election to the Football League 
by having a ground worthy of the First 
Division and a team to match. 

With the financial support of local 
businessman, John Coward, and on the 
coat-tails of his single-minded vision, 
the club embarked on an ambitious 
quest to live Coward’s dream and 
become the leading non-league club in 
the country, so almost certainly guaran¬ 
teeing election to the League by the 
member clubs (the only way possible at 
that time). 

Only moderate success was achieved 
on the pitch and very little development 
completed at the New Writtle Street 
ground. The club’s healthy finances of 
the early 1960s began to disappear as 
the 60s wore on and John Coward was 
ousted with his dream in tatters, yet the 
irony of it all was that in 1968 City DID 
become the best non-league club in the 
country but still League status was 
denied. 

‘Living the Claret Dream’ is not a 
reflective current view of events from 
more than half a century ago but is a 
collection of stories from those who 
were there including ex-players such as 
stalwarts Peter Gillott, Tony Butcher and 
Brian Terry; Club Secretary Len Men- 
hinick; local Sports Reporter from that 
time, Martin Rogers, and supporters 
including David Selby, David Billings 
and Steve himself 

Steve calls the story ‘a retrospective 
fly-on-the-wall documentary’ - it is 
written as if it is happening in the here 
and now. In order to convey the facts 
more fully he has introduced two ficti¬ 
tious characters, a young man working 
at the club and a director but the facts 
are true and based on extensive 
research. 

Current Chelmsford City Chairman, 
Mansell Wallace, has provided an inter¬ 
esting Foreword as he, too, was a young 
supporter throughout the period covered 
and considers the book will appeal to 
current supporters both young and old. 

The book is published at £12.99 and 
Steve will donate any profits from the 
book to club funds to help boost their cur¬ 
rent quest to reach the ‘Promised Land’ of 
the Football League if copies are obtained 
through the Club Shop at Melbourne 
Park, its Supporters’ Club or website.
